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North Dehone Issues Second Coin 


The State of North Dakota has announced a new coin issue of 
its Official Centennial Coin in observing and celebrating the 100th 
Anniversary of the founding of the Dakota Territory. 

In announcing the 2nd Issue of the Centennial Coin at cere- 
monies held in the State Capitol at Bismarck, Governor William 
Guy presented the first coin minted to Mr. Mark Mahto, a full 
blooded Mandan Indian who during the Centennial year is represent- 
ing “Four Bears’ the famed Mandan Indian Chieftain whose pro- 
traite is featured on the front of the North Dakota Coin. 

The second issue of the Centennial coin will feature a different 
reverse which displays the Official State Coat of Arms and Motto 
“Straight from the Soil’. The coin will again be struck in Bronze 
and Nickel Silver metals, with the Nickel Silver issue being limited 
in quantity as was the first issue. The front of the coin will remain 
the same as the first issue which showed the Mandan Indian Chief 
“Four Bears’, a Pioneer Homestead and Covered Wagon.

U. S. Seizes 
Racketeer Nicke!

The U.S. Secret Service re. 
cently confiscated an 1883 
“racketeer”’ nickel from a coip 
collector in Iowa and a specia) 
agent later said that all such 
coins should be delivered ty 
the Treasury Department for dis.

While this would seem to bp 
a normal process of law, ang 
while there have been convie. 
| tions under Title 18, Section 33) 
|of the U.S. code for mutilation 
diminution and falsification of 
|coins regarding these coins, this 
|is the first time that a “rack. 
| eteer” nickel has been contfis. 
|cated from a collector. 

The “racketeer” nickel is 4 
| Liberty 5-cent piece that was 
|issued in 1883 with the wor 
cents missing. The coins sub- 
| Sequently were gold-plated » 
| counterfeiters and passed as $5 
gold pieces which they resem. 
bled. The large V on the reverse 
lent weight to the deception. 

The word cents was added 
under the Roman numeral as 
soon at is was realized that the 
first issue could be so easily 
used to defraud. As a result 
there were two distinct types of 
the 1883 Liberty 5-cent piece. 
It is difficult to understand 





after 78 years, considering that 
Section 5 of the Gold Reserve 
Act of April, 1933, provided 
that “No gold shall hereafter be 


ered by the United States .. 

The United States went off 
the gold standard in 1933 and 
there have been no gold coins in 
circulation since then. Numisma- 
tists and coin collectors gen- 
erally are greatly incensed by 
the confiscation and U.S. nu- 
mismatic_ publications are 
strongly critical of an action 
which they consider unreason- 
able and unwarranted. 

A parallel situation in Can- 
ada would be for the Govern- 
ment to call in all the playing 
card money issued by the 
French regime because it is 
not legal money. Neither can 
be spent but each is quite valu- 
able numismatically.
